Postage on letters for delivery in 
the city in which they are mailed, is 
changed to 2c, effective July 1st. This 
is a “sop” to the Electric Light, Gas 
and other Utility interests who found 
out that they could mail their bills on 
a postal card for one cent, while some 
big stores and other institutions dis- 
tributed their monthly invoices by 
private carrier.

Precancels

Before we start on the resume I 
wish to discourse lightly on the sub- 
ject of MINT PRECANCELS. Twice 
within the past few days have I run 
up against this bugaboo as it might 
be called. In lots submitted to me 
there have been a few mint precancels 
and their owners have pointed out 
that they are such with the intent 
of impressing upon me that because 
they are mint they might be or are 
worth more. The opposite of this 
is nearer the truth, because no pre- 
cancel can be mint unless it is a rank 
FAVOR. It is against the postal 
rules and regulations to sell mint 
precancels, and any permit holder 
doing so is liable to a fine, having his 
permit revoked and a few other gentle 
things the judge might think of. The 
owners of the lots I spoke of I am 
convinced were not aware of these 
facts and at that did not intentionally 
or even try to make an unfair deal 
with them. They simply wanted to 
impress me with the fact that they 
were mint and might be unusual or 
that I might overlook the gum on the 
back. I write this warning also to 
the buyer, do not pay any premium

for a mint precancel because it not 
only is a poor investment but in so 
doing you are helping along a cause 
that the precancel fraternity is try- 
ing to eradicate. Yes, I have seen a 
few precancels that went thru the 
mail and came off the wrapper so 
freely that the gum was almost whol- 
ly intact, but this is besides the point. 
Old Tom Binmore’s slogan, “It isn’t 
a postage stamp unless it is postally 
used” is a good one to apply to pre- 
cancels. 


The swan song of The Rubber City 
Stamp News was mailed out with a 
le horiz. perf. coil from Cuyahoga 
Falls, Ohio. The use of such a stamp 
will be quite a lasting monument to 
a impressive but short lived little 
sheet. 


Another fine lot from John Wilson 
of Jamaica, N. Y., includes Bi-Cents. 
from Dwight, IIll., U-75, in a purple 
ink, a 5c Olympic from Lincoln, Nebr., 
in the electro with the large round O 
in Lincoln. And did you ever see a 
Jamestown Expo. stamp precancelled? 
Mr. Wilson has one, the 2c from 
Eaton Rapids, Mich. It is a dated 
precancel having besides the legend 
the date numerals 12-13. This is listed 
in the catalog as No. 11. The lot also 
showed a 15c ord. inverted from Ja- 
maica. 


J. E. Rasdale has an auction for 
the last of the month and the list came 
thru with a le Chicago stamp pre- 
cancelled Elsie, Mich., in its usual 
double line handstamp type. I have 
reports of both the le and 8c Chicago 
being precancelled at Kent, Ohio. 
A. J. Laroche of E. Stroudsburg, Pa., 
submits the le Chicago from Strouds- 
burg, Pa., in the hand electro U-121. 


Sidney Shayman of Chicago sub- 
mits the first precancelled 8¢ airmail 
stamp. He submitted two covers each 
containing an 8c Airmail precancelled 
Ponca City, Okla., in the old hand- 
stamp type U-53. One had an addi- 
tional post cancel but the other 
escaped it. Both were commercial 
covers and not a made up affair. 


One Cent Chicago Crack Plate 


Plate number 21133 of the new 
Century of Progress Stamps shows 
three clear cracks which can be found 
between stamps Number 40 and 50 on 
the upper right pane and on the low- 
er right pane the cracks show on 
stamps number 30 and 40 and also 
on 60 and 70. Two small cracks also 
show in the gutter between the upper 
and lower panes.

Naval Cancellations 


By W. J. Kirby, 
Dermott, Ark. 


A short time ago I received a letter 
from one of the largest dealers in 
stamps and covers in which he said 
in part, “I am no longer handling 
Naval covers, as they are one class of 
covers that I should like to see kept 
out of the ‘racket’ class.” A few days 
later I received a circular from one 
of our Eastern dealers which said in 
part, “All cachets are printed in color 
and space left blank to fill in your 
name and address.” 

Such covers as these have been post- 
marked and mailed to this dealer 
under cover, so have seen absolutely 
no postal service, so how can they 
have philatelic value? Perhaps I 
am wrong, but I believe that the mail 
clerk is violating the Postal Regula- 
tions by so doing, and I am surprised 
that the mail clerk in question would 
be a party to such practices. I do 
not doubt that every serious collector 
will join me in condemning this 
“racket.” 

Covers at hand from the “Consti- 
tution” at Seattle bear the cachet in 
green, purple, blue and black, while 
those with the special Flag Day 
cachet are in a combination of red 
and blue. Both cachets are strikingly 
beautiful and were applied with great 
care. Collectors everywhere join me 
in thanking Mr. Bartley, Mr. Moore 
and others for the manner in which 
covers were handled at Seattle. Above 
30,000 covers were mailed there. 

A unique cover from the U.S.S. 
Brooks is cancelled in magenta with 
the words “EN ROUTE — CANAL 
ZONE” in the killer bars, while the 
left half of the cover bears the type- 
written notation “En Route, Norfolk, 
Va., to Cristobal, C. Z., to rejoin Flo- 
tilla One in Pacific.” Then follows 
the date, time of day, direction and 
force of wind, condition of weather, 
condition of sea, condition of sky and 
barometer reading. This cover is 
dated May 23. Another dated May 27 
bears the words “AT BALBOA — 
CANAL ZONE” in location spaces. 

Others covers recently received from 
the Brooks are: May 20, “LIND- 
BERGH’S — FLIGHT 1927”; May 











30, “BOXER — UPRISING 1900.” 
This cover also bears a _ two-color. 
printed cachet, with a short history 
of this affair. All cancelled in ma-} 
genta. 

Cover from U.S.S. Pennsylvania. 
dated May 30 is cancelled in black' 
with the words “MEMORIAL 
DAY” between bars. Covers from the 
U.S.S. Maryland dated June 14 are, 
cancelled in_purple with the words, | 
“FLAG — DAY” in location spaces. 

Collectors of Naval cancels can se-

Referring to the notice of this office 
bearing the above caption which was 
dated June 15, 1933, and was _ pub- 
lished in the Postal Bulletin of June 
16, there may also be accepted for 
dispatch by the return flight of the 
Italian air cruise, from Chicago to 
New York, unregistered letters ad- 
dressed for delivery in this country 
weighing not over one-half ounce each, 
which are prepaid at the rate of 
$1.70 for each letter. 

This rate includes the postage and 
the fee for air dispatch, and must 
be fully prepaid by means of United 
States stamps affixed to each letter. 

As was explained in the notice of 
June 15, it is desired to keep the 
weight of each letter as near 5 grams 
(1-6 ounce) as possible. It may there- 
fore be explained to senders that a 
small Government stamped envelope 
weighs a little over 3 grams, and if 
these or similar envelopes are used, 
if a small sheet of thin paper is used 
for any message desired to be sent, 
the weight can be kept near 5 grams. 
It will be appreciated if senders will 
cooperate in this way. 

Letters for this dispatch which are 
addressed for delivery in this coun- 
try must show, in the upper left-hand 
corner, the return card of the sender, 
that is, his name and complete ad- 
dress, and be marked diagonally 
across the envelope between the ad- 
dress and the return card as follows: 
“By Italian Air Cruise to New York”, 





and be mailed in regular course under 
an outer envelope to the postmaster 
at Chicago to be held pending the de- 
parture of the planes on the flight to 
New York.

FOREIGN 
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Simon Bolivar on Our Stamps 


“Simon Bolivar, Liberator of Vene- 
zuela, New Grenada, Ecuador and 
Peru, and founder of Bolivia!” He 
has been pictured on the stamps of 
nine independent nations: Bolivia, 
Brazil, Colombia, Costa Rica, Ecua- 
dor, Panama, Peru, Salvador, and 
Venezuela; also on the stamps of the 
once independent state of Colombia 
which bore his name. The standard 
coin of both Venezuela and Bolivia 
is the Bolivar. 

Bolivar was born rich, but died 
poor, having spent a large private 
fortune in freeing his own and neigh- 
boring countries from Spain. Boli- 
vars’ victories were based on impos- 
sible feats of generalship and re- 
sourcefulness. On several different 
occasions he led armies across the im- 
passible Andes Mountains and sur- 
prised the enemy. Though small and 
ugly physically, his flashing black 
eyes had almost hypnotic power, and 
his elegance of speech made thou- 
sands die shouting “Viva el Liber- 
tador!”—for early in the revolt Boli- 
var had won the title of “The Liber- 
ator”. 

After many defeats and against 
tremendous odds Bolivar freed New 
Grenada (now Colombia Repub- 
lic), and his native Venezuela. Un-

satisfied with being Dictator of these 
loosely joined countries, he undertook 
to drive the remaining Spanish forces 
from the Continent. First Quito (now 
Ecuador) was taken, and after a con- 
ferance with the Argentine leader, 
San Martin, he was allowed the glory 
of taking the last stronghold—that 
of Ayacucho (In reality it was his 
faithful lieutenant Sucre who won the 
victory as the fickle Congress at Bo- 
gota, capitol of the united countries, 
had relieved him of command on the 
eve of battle. However the glorious 
victory gave him greater power than 
ever, adding Peru to the countries 
under him. A new republic was 
formed, Bolivia, named in Bolivar’s 
honor with Sucre as its first presi- 
dent. For a short, very short time, 
things went fine. 

Briefly, Bolivar was unable to hold 
the united countries together. Lesser 
leaders were ambitious to come into 
greater power. First Venezuela de- 
clared her independence. When Boli- 
var went north to try to bring his 
homeland into accord, and while he 
was gone, Peru, never satisfied under 
the rule of the foreigner, took steps 
to separate from the union. When 
there was a common enemy to fight 
Bolivar held the states together, but 
he was unable to cope with the break- 
ing up from within. Once he had to 
jump from his bedroom window to 
escape assasination. Peru revolted 
but was brought to order after a hard 
battle. Everywhere his old officers 
rose in revolt against him, Paez 
(without whose aid Venezuela proba- 
bly would never have been freed from 
Spain) boldly declared his to be an 
independent country, and should Boli- 
vor return he would be treated as an 
enemy. His health gone, he turned 
in his resignition to the Colombian 
Congress. Defeated, all his plans 
shattered, it is little wonder that he 
pessimisticly said, “Those who have 
toiled for liberty in South America 
have plowed in the sea!” Shortly 
afterwards, in 1830 he died. In 1930 
Colombia issued a commemorative 
stamp showing his last moments in 
the presence of a small group of 
friends—he had once had. many. 
Though Venezuela has since honored 
Bolivar on more than a _ hundred 
stamps, she forbid him to come home 
to die. 

As a whole the stamps issued in 
Bolivar’s honor are quite common- 
place, though some of the later and 
larger ones are quite striking. In 
1908 Brazil issued a large 200 reis 
stamp which had the portraits of six 
leading liberators, Bonifacio, Bolivar, 
Hidalgo, O’Higgins, San Martin, and 
Washington. As this stamp was is- 
sued in honor of the Pan-American 
Union, it is interesting to note that 
nearly a hundred years before Boli- 
var had attempted to form such
